start a pass thru, the 2 in the center do a forearm swing, 
half around, then pull by while ends step forward ending 
with the couples standing back to back with opposites as 
partners. (Equivalent: 2 ladies chain, pass thru). 











FAN THE TOP: (by Deuce Williams, Dearborn, Michigan) 
explanation: From ocean wave, centers swing 3/4 around, ends 
move up to form another wave. From facing couples, on call to FAN THE TOP 
make a wave (like fan thru), centers swing left 3/4 around while ends nove 

up 4. FAN THE TOP is like Spin the Top without the ends swinging in first. .
